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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 4, filed 2/8/10, with respect to claims 1 , 3, 5, 7- 
10 and 12-14 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
rejection of claims 1, 3, 5, 7-10 and 12-14 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4 and 6 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claim 4, the prior art does not contain a valid combination of 
references that teaches the marker print unit prints the scale marks as the marker on 
the adjustment medium, the adjustment medium having the circle previously printed 
thereon as the baseline, and wherein the scale marks on an axis directed to a direction 
other than said reference direction differ in distance from the center of said adjustment 
medium by a predetermined amount relative to the scale marks on said axes directed to 
said x-direction and said y-direction. 

Regarding claim 6, the prior art does not contain a valid combination of 
references that teaches the key feature of reference marks on an axis directed to a 
direction other than the X and Y directions, where the axis intersects the X and Y axis at 
a predetermined angle.
